The argum ent for the cease-fire plan is that 
any shooting can lead to universal shooting, that 
is, to World W ar III. The efforts ot Great Britain 
aie designed to avoid, one might almost say 
evade, W'orld War III. The British do not argue 
that they know what the advantage of a delayed 
w ar might be, they do know’ the disadvantages 
of an immediate war. namely, that the British 
Isles could be wiped clean because of the ferocity 
of current weapons. 
Sir Anthony Eden has stated the British in­ 
tention in one paragraph; 
"In this situation the first concern of Her 
M ajesty's Government is to stop the fighting. 
They have therefore continued to urge on all con­ 
cerned the importance of doing this and of pre­ 
venting a wider conflagration. A solution of these 
delicate and difficult problems is not to be reached j 
by force. A settlem ent can only be arrived at by 
the peaceful process of patient negotiation.” 
The argum ent against the cease-fire and Unit­ 
ed Nations mediation is that the Red Chinese 
want Formosa, they want it particularly before 
the April Conference of Asiatic-African nations. 
It is not so much a m atter of reason as of “face." 
If Chou En-lai can defeat the United States on 
this issue, he could elbow Nehru aside and be­ 
come the dominant individual in Asia. 
It is apparent that Soviet Russia is beginning 
to wonder about Chou En-lai's Napoleonism but 
whatever decisions concerning Formosa are made 
in the Soviet Universal State, the Kremlin will 
make them, possibly at the Supreme Soviet m eet­ 
ing which began on Feb. 3.

They point out that about 40 per 
cent of the patients who have a herniated inter­ 
vertebral disc removed by surgery will continue to 
have low back pain. It also has been found that 
almost all patients with disc injuries recover 
partly or completely after "conservative” tre a t­ 
ment consisting of rest, physiotherapy and other 
measures not including surgery. 
Low’ back pain may be caused by injury or ir­ 
ritation of the ligam ents—the tough, firbous bands 
which connect the bones or support the large or­ 
gans within the tru n k —of the fascia—which are 
the sheets or bands of tissue which connect the 
muscles—of the muscles themselves, of the syno­ 
via ta transparent fluid like the white of an egg 
which is found in joint cavities! or of the perios­ 
teum which is a tough fibrous membrane sur­ 
rounding a bone. We can thus see that finding the 
exact cause of a backache Is very complicated. 
A further difficulty facing the physician in 
making his diagnosis of the cause of backache is 
the fact that when pain occurs, the muscles 
around the area contract or tense themselves, 
“splinting” it is called, in an effort to keep the 
back from moving and thus being hurt. This 
splinting is added to by the patient himself who 
makes a conscious effort not to move his back 
and so cause pain. 
This muscular contraction 
keeps the back from moving, increases the ten­ 
sion on the discs and joints, interferes with cir­ 
culation, and increases fatigue in the muscles of 
the back, and makes it very’ difficult to locate the 
exact point at which the original pain is occur­ 
ring.

Bush man Died 
For l.ack of Right 
Gorilla Edibles 


Chicago, Feb. 4 IJP»—It seems 
that Bushman, Chicago's fierce- 
visaged, world-famous 550-pound 
gorilla, died because he didn't 
get the right kind of gorilla food. 
This was the opinion expressed 
today by a medical team which 
did a detailed autopsy on Bush­ 
man immediately after his sud­ 
den death in 1951 at the age of 
22. 
They 
found 
that 
the 
giant 
male gorilla, although he looked 
as sturdy as a rock, was just a 
weakling 
behind 
his muscular 
facade. 
The immediate cause of death 
of the 6 foot 2 inch gorilla was 
acute congestive heart failure. 
However, he also suffered from 
arthritic-like symptoms, degen­ 
eration of the spinal cord, liver 
and spleen, atrophy of the leg 
muscles, a chronic ulcer on his 
left heel, stomach hemorrhages, 
hardening of the brain arteries 
and swelling of the kidneys. 
Bushman was regarded as the 
world’s most prized zoo animal. 
He had been the single biggest 
attraction at any Chicago zoo 
for more than 20 years.

was on exhibit at Lincoln Park 
Zoo and now is on display at

Recently, her ten-year-old son made a bitter attack upon his 
lather when ho was denied a duplicate of his cousin’s expensive 
movie projector. 
Mrs. K. writes, "A ttor the boy was iii bed. my husband accused 
me ol also wanting the advantages my brother gives his family. J 
He said he knew I was jealous of my sister-in-law’s new fur 
coal. . . . ” 
Is his accusation true? 
Maybe. Lots of us resent the fact that we cannot share the j 
money that belongs to adult brothers and sisters. 
This is not surprising. Didn’t we spend our most impressionable j 
years with them ? As children, didn't we learn to expect to share 
equally with them? 
As a little sister, Mrs. K. got one wing of the turkey from which 
her brother was served the other. Her dessert was sliced from the 
same cake I rom w hich his w as cut. And if she complained that her 
portion was less, didn’t Mommy rush to make it (Hjual? 
Why then should she be surprised to find herself now expecting 
Life to behave like Mommy? O r to discover herself living with a 
bitter sense of injustice that it failed to mete Mommy-protection 
to her and make her grownup brother b«‘ "nice” to Sister? 
Such hold-over childish expectations are in us all. The trick is 
knowing their source in dependence on Mommy. So that when we 
discover ourselves expecting fur coats from grownup brothers, we 
can recognize the infant in us yelling, "Mommy, come and make 
Ruddy give me a bite of his cookie!" 
And then w ell stop expecting, knowing that Mommy cannot 
make Buddy give us anything any more. 
I x t’s come down to grownup earth here. Mrs. K.’s brother is 
not going to give her a fur coat. He’s not going to buy his nephew 
a move projector. When she accepts these facts, her son will. Like 
her. hor children will recover joy in what they have in reality in­ 
stead of losing it to dreams of something better from their uncle. 
Now, everyone’s appreciation is being thieved from them by 
Mrs. K.’s demand for Mommy-justice from Lite. 
She must fry to see its infantile quality. Otherwise, she may go 
on respecting her discontent as important and tragic instead of 
seeing it as wasteful and unrealistic folly.
